He will be able to announce, it is 
indicated, that 1940 obligations are 
almost discharged, and will be ful- 
filled entirely with transfer of last 
bushel of 1940 wheat off the farms 
Delivery of all 1940 wheat is now 
being provided through additional 
termina! storage at the lake head 

For 1941, the board outlines of 
policy have already been given 
Compulsory reduction of acreage is 
unlikely to find favor, but the far- 
mer is likely to be counselled to cut 
down on wheat and he may be told 
exactly how much wheat he can 
count on selling to the wheat board 
The government is not likely to 
undertake to buy the entire 1941

No news despatch that I have seen has 
yet come out plainly and said that Australia 
anticipates an attack by Japan. But that is 
the meaning of the somewhat evasive de- 
spatches from “down under” which tell of 
stern Australian preparations to meet any- 
thing that might happen. 

The more confidential reasons for be- 
lieving that Australia is in danger have not 
been disclosed. But there are four fairly 
obvious ones: e 

1. A desire on the part of Germany to 
create a diversion from the African and 
European theatres of war so that British 
strength will be deflected to protect Austra- 
lia and Singapore. 

2. The loudly-voiced complaint from in- 
spitred Japanese newspapers that Australia, 
the United States and Britain are conspiring 
to encircle the Mikado's empire. 

3. Italian resentment against the gallant 
part played by Australian forces in the Afri- 
can campaign, 

4. The wish of the Axis to distract Amer- 
ican attention from aid to Britain.

Whether or not the Japanese are serious 
in all their sabre-rattling is something only 
to be determined by time. 

It is my personal belief that the Japanese 
will go to war if their Axis masters demand 
it, but that they will stall off the evil day 
as long as they dare. 

It must be remembered that the aristo- 
cratic jingoes of Japan are also the indus- 
| trial barons, They have a besotted national 
| vanity and national ambition. But they have 
|an eye, too, on their pocketbooks. Whether 
or not they are willing to be ruined indus-
